HIRED HELP ON 
FARMS MUST HAVE 
“LIGENSE TO SHOOT 


Sir: It has been brought to 
my attention that. in many 
sections of the Province farm 
hands are shooting without the 
required license, that is the 


Resident's Bird Game License. 


For your information I would 
ask you to carefully peruse the 
provisions of Section 18 of the 
Game Act and may ‘add that 
hired help is not considered a 


‘member of a farmers family. In 


many cases’ you will find 
that the. farm help consists 
temporarily of persons who 
have come to Alberta from 
other provinces since the first 
of June, any such persons will 
of course require a Non Resi- 
dent's Bird Game License, cost- 
ing $5.00. (See Section 17: and 
Sub Section 6 of Section 2) I 
would therefore suggest that all 
farm help who are suspected of 
shooting game birds be warned, 
I may further add that many 
enquiries have been received 
asking us as to whether soldiers 
who have enlisted with His 
Majesty's Expeditionary Forces 
require # license to hunt game 
birds, if you have any enquires 
of this nature youshouldinform 
hem that there are no excep- 
‘tions in favor of soldiers, They 
require a license the same as 
any other resident of Alberta

When the war began there was a keen 
desire to know what would be the 
verdict of the United States, the 
greatest nation outside the arena of 
the conflict.s That verdict was in- 
stantancous, _spontah¢otis, and oyer- 
whelming.

There Are Large Numbers of-Them 
Who Escaped Service in ‘Their 
Own Country 


A middle way has been found to- 
ward solution of the problem of what 
to do with many ‘thousands of Rus- 
|sian and Polish Jews who are living 
in. Britain, having escaped mili- 
tary service in the Czar’s army, and 
fot coming under - the British con- 
\scription laws. In London, Manches- 
ter, Liverpool.and other big «cities, 
whole colonies of these exist, a large 
proportion of them of military age, 
who naturally came to be regarded 
with no favorable eye by their Eng- 
lish. neighbors, whose men were en-

‘by Russian Jews of military age 
would be forced to enlist {n the Brit- 
jish army-under the threat of being

‘Herbert Samuel. ‘

‘dled than in former years. The 
| wool raisers have increased in num- 
|bers from year to year. In 1914, 
lwhen the first attempt was made at 
| co-operative wool marketing, there 
lwere 168 farmers who sent'in a total 
jof 68,000 pounds; in 1915, 306 farm- 
jers sent down 156,000, while this: year 
the total number of farmers was 487 
and a grand total of 176,000. 

There were several -large shipments 
from individual farmers, while the 
greater number of newcomers who 
were inaking a trial this year sent in . 
medium-sized shipments.. . 

The officials stated that from the

With regard to the franchise in general, it is drawn in the], 
usual form required by the Public Utilities Commission of the] 
province, and itis to be fora period of ten years, although the 
Council will retain the right to purchase the whole outfit at 
arbitration figures at any time after installation is complete. 

So far as the lighting of our streets is concerned the council 
will undertake to use a minimum number of twenty-one jaricel 
every night ih the year, although they are allowed discretionary 
powers as to any necessary increase in this number. 

There is surely a great measure of praise due to the Mayor 

, and Council of our. town, for this achievement along the lines 
of go-ahead-ness, and we feel that the electors will fill the meas- 
ure to overflowing by a unanimous “ Aye” when the by-law is 
placed before them for approval on November 2nd next. 

Study out the by-law and agreement as it appears in this 
issue,and, having satisfied yourself that itis one which is to 
the interest of every ratepayer, support it by every means in 
your power, and vote ‘for its ratification on the day of the 
polling.

The sole head of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead ®» quarter-section of 
available Dominion iand in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta: Applicant must appear in person at the 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the Dis- 
trict.
